that having Knowledge,and Underſtanding of the Times, 
They may Know what They ougbt to Do, 1 Chron. 1 2.32. 


Y the Year 1697,next enſuing,theRemarkable YBoth, Year 

from 1517,when theReformationBegan,and which ſhallEnd 
the 1260 D. orY. inthe ThreeTimes,an Half ofthe Apoſtaſie; The 
Scryants, and Churches of Chriſt, who are now Covered with 
Sack-cloth, as Hereticks, or Schiſmaticks, but yet moſt Reformed 
from all Popiſh Conſtitutions of Hierarchy, Eccleſiaſtick Laws, and 
Canons, Liturgies, Obſervation of Times, and Places, ſhall firſt, 
and moſt diſtinguiſhingly Receiye Power of Miracles ſuitable to 
that in the Days of the Apoſtles, which ſhall be as a Spirit of 
Life coming upon Them from God, and cauſing them to ſtand upoxs 
their Feet, as Witneſſes ſo Authoriſed by Gqd, Rev. 11. 11. 

This Pozer being Viſible; and Miracles fo Acknowledged a 
Teſtimony from Heaven, It ſhall AﬀeCct Proteftants of the Sardian 
External Pomp, that T hey ſhall even in a Generality lay 
aſide All thoſe Fore-named Things, that were indeed the Be- 
ginning of the Roman Apoſtafie, while it was Riſing into a Syna- 
gogue, however Guilded with the Venerable Names of De- 
cency, and Order, and an Antiquity elder then that Apoſtaſie. 
And laying aſide alſo that Hierarchic Juriſdiction, They ſhall 
Worſhip at the Feet of Thoje, Whvis Np, as Schiſmaticks They

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The whole Profeſſion of ny being thus United, Ic 
ſhall be yet more 1lluſtriouſly owned by God, bearinz Witneſs 
both with Signs and Wonders, and with divers Miracles, an 
Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, according to his own Will, (which Papiſts 
have fo long challenged from Proteſtants in Juſtification of 
their Separation) and by other Admirable Providences, and 
Tokens of Favour from Heaven throughout All Nations of 
the Chriſtian Name ; So that it ſhall be as a Calling the Proteſtant 
Witneſſes up to Heaven in a Cloud ; And fo ſhall They Appear 
with the Lamb on Mount Zion, in the 1ſraelitiſh, and Apoftolical 
Txelve, multiplicd by it ſelf into an 144000, and Sing the, as it 
were, New Song of pureſt Chriſtiamty,of the Kingdom of Chriſt ; And 
all Creatures in Heaven, and Earth ſhall joyn, as Harmoniz'd 
by that Miraculous Power; All which had been to long unheard, 
as to be,as it were, New. That Great City,the Roman Catholick Church 
hereupon ſhall ſhake, as the Place, where the Apoſtles Praiſed 
God, Atts 4. 31. and its Tenth ſhall Fall : For this Pro-Teſtant 
Appearance being Terrible ds an Army with Banners, Thoſe of 
the Ten Kings, who till the words of God Fulfilled at that 1697, 

ct continue to give their Kingdom, and Power to the Beaſt, or

Hereupon Thoſe Innumerable Names of Power, and Office, 
in the Papacy, irs Cardinaliſm and Hierarchy, ſhall-be as in a mo- 
ment Diſpirited, and Uſelets, and as Slatn Men ; calld 7000; 
as a Trophy of the Lambs Power, Hieroglyphic'd fo often in this 
Prophecy, by the number, Seven, Rev. 11. 13. 

At the ſame time, by Sure and certain means well known 
to God, the Turkiſh Tyranny ſhall paſs off from the Grecaan 
Empire, and the Eaftern Chriſtians ſhall come out of the Dreggs 
of Antichriſtianiſm, and Barbarity wherein They now lie; call'd 
the paſſing away of the ſecond Wor, Rev. 1.

Church,and theFirſtFruitsts God,and to the Lamb, There areThree- 
ſcore Queens of Proteſtant Churches uniting with it, Fourſcore Concu- 
bines of Convert Papiſts,Virgins brought over from Paganiſm or Fu- 
daiſm, asnewly Eſpousd to Chriſt without Number. Rev. 14. 6.
